That is ro (ay , twelue pennies for every pounds 
worth thereof: _And to that effeft,we and our [aids F(tates 
gaue full power and commiſſion to a competent nomber of the 
Lords auditors of our Exchecker and others of otir Nobilitie 
and Councell , to ſet pryces -vpon the ſaid; waires and mer 
chandizes, conforme to the whilk our CuStomers to be ap- 
poynred to that effe&t should colleft and vp-lift our cuſtome 
thereof . And as it is well known to al men of judgment and 
eonderſtanding that this ſpeciall prerogatiue(amongst many 
others)bath by the laws of Nations bene yeelded and acknow 
kaged to be proper and inherent in the perſons of Princes, 
that they may according to their ſeverall occafions raiſeto 
them-ſelues fic competent meanes by taking .of cuſtome of 
wares and merchandizes tranſported out of their Kingdoms

Fn con;ideration whereof , and becauſe we are credibille in- 

formed that diners wares and merchandizes conteinedin the 
A B C of our cuſtomes of our ſaid Kingdome, are there- 
in valued and rated at lower pryces then they should be , to 
our great loſſe and hinderance ; and thas divers of the ſaids 
wares and merchandizes are valued and rated at over 
beigh and deare a rate, to the great prejudice and hurt of the 
Merchant; and that divers wares and merchandizes both of 
thoſe that are brought within our ſaid Kingdome, and of 
thoſe that are tranſported out of the ſamine are not at all 
valued nor mentioned in the ſaid A B C, whereby the 
cuſtomes therof hath hitherto bene taken only by the eaths of 
the merchants ayners of the ſaids wares and merchandizes. 
For REroORMAT1oN mWhereof, and to the intent 
that all fic wares and merchandizes as at any tyme after the 
firſt day of November next to come shall be brought into our 
ſaid Kingdome or tranſported forth thereof may reaſonablie 
and indifferentlie be valued and rated both for the true pay- 
ment to vs of our cuſtoms and for the eaſe of the merchants, 
we haue latelie grven power and direction to ane competent 
nomber of the Lords of our Councell and auditors of our 

E xchecker, to try and examine what reaſonable and indiffe- 
rent values and pryces may and cught to be ſet pon uk ſort 
of the [aids wares and merchandize ; and there-vpon to 
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wake and ſet downe ane Booke of R ates and roaluation, to 
the effett our Cuſtomers may know what to take, and the 
Merchant know what to pay for the cuſtome thereof. And 
that it may appeare what care we haue to avoid the leaſt in- 
convenient or grievance that may aryſe to our people , we 
gaue ſpeciall direftion to the ſaids Lords of our Councell and

The awners of the ſaid claith, and others abouc-written,pay- 
and the cuſtome thereof, with ſic ane ductic for the ſeale as was 
accuſtomed 
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accuſtomed to be payed of auld torhe Cuſtomer and Clerk of 
Cocquer equallic betwix them. And to the end, that all 
Engl claith and others aboue-written , preſentlie remaining 
within this Realme, may be decerned and knawnfrom that 
whulk hereafter fall be broght within the ſame, Iris alſo de- 
cerned and ordained, that the Cuſtomer of every Burgh and 
Sea-portwithin this Realme, (all repair ro the dwelling-houſes 
and buithes of every ane of the faids Burrowes and Sea-porrs 
whereof they are particularlie appointed Cuſtomers , and 
there receaue the cathes of the awners of fic peeces and wobs 
of Engliſh claith , and others aboue ſpecified , as are therein, 
whither if the cuſtome thereof be payed or not, and where the 
cnſtome thereof is not payed, that they inſtantlie pay the 
ſame: And thatthe ſaid Callin taken thereof be hung thereto, 
and to all the other wobs and peeces of En2/rſh claith , and 0- 
thers aboue-ſpecified , whilks fall be apprehended within the 
faids buithes and houſes, whereof cuſtome hes bene payed of 
before for payment of the ſaid accuſtomed duetic for the ſaid 
ſcall allanerhlie; and that the awners ofthe ſame claith and 0- 
thers aboue ſpecified , requyre the Cuſtomers of every Burgh 
and Sea-port particularlic , to repare to their ſaids buithes and 
houſes wo this effe@t, berwix and the day of November 
Aext<o-come 3 andfartherto doe and performe al other things 
whilk to every ane of them is appoynted to be done in maner 
foreſaid, vnder the paine of confiſcation ofall the wobes and 

ceces of £x ſb claith , and others abouc=-Þecified, that fall 
be ceprchanis thereafter wanting the ſaid (call. As alſo, to 
the effe@ his Heighnes Cuſtomes of all marchandize and 
gudes caryed from Scotland to England, and from thence to 
Scotland may be the mair trewlie payed, Iris decerned,ſtatute 
and ordained, that na Marchands, their factours nor ſervants, 
Maiſters, Awnersnor Skippers of Shippes , Barkes or others 
veſhels going from Scorlaud to England , take vpon handatany 
ryme 
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tyme after the date hercof , to laiden any marchandize ot guds 
within the ſame Ships, Barks or other veſhels,vnrill ic tyme as 
theſame gudes and marchandize be firſt brought to his Heigh- 
nes Cuſtom-houſe, andthe cuſtome thereof payed, and cer- 
tificatgiuen bethe Cuſtomer there-vpon, And that na Mar- 
chands, their fa&tours nor ſervants cary any marchandize or 
gudes by land to Exglena, vntill the ſame be firſt brought to his 
Heighnes Cuſtom-houſe, and the cuſtome thereof payed, and 
ccrtificargiven be the Cuſtomer there-vpon , vnder the paine 
of confiſcation of the haill marchandize and gudes (wa (hipped 
and laidned, with the Ships, Barks andother veſhe!s, wherein 
the ſame fall happen to be ſhipped , and of the marchandize 
and gudes ſa caryed by landto his Heighnes vie. And incaſe 
the ſame gudes and marchandize can not be apprehended, the 
awners thereof to make the juſt availl thereof torth-comming 
to his Heighnes vſe as eſchear, dew tryell being takenthere- 
intill as cffeirs. As lykwaies, thatna Maiſters, Awners nor 
Skippers of Ships , Barkes or other veſhels , comming from 
Enzlanito Scotlind, take vpon hand atany ryme after the date 
hereof, to loſle any ofthe marchandize and gudes being there- 
in, till ſic tyme as they firſt enter their Ship in his Majeſties 
Cuſtom-houſe, giue vp ane trew inventar of the haill gudes 
and marchandize being therein to his Heighnes Cuſtomers, 
and there-with-all delyver vnto them the Cocquer receaved be 
them atthe Port where the ſaid Ship was laidned , and make 
faith that the ſaid entrie ſa given vp bethem, is trew, and rhat 
they haue not put on land at na Port, Harborie or other part 
what ſom-ever, any of the marchandize and gudes laidned 
within their ſaid Ship , bur that the famine areall within her at 
the giving vp of the ſaid entric, vader the paine of confiſcation 
ofthe ſame Ships, Barks and other veſhels, or the juſt availl 
thereofto his Heighnes vie. As alſo, the ſaids Lords,decernes 
and ordaines all and ſundrie his Heighnes ſubjects and ſtran- 

gers 
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gers, that ar any tyme after the date hereof fall happen to bring 
within this Realme, any marchandize or gudes be ſea or lai 
from England, that they bring the ſame diredtlicto his Heigh- 
nes Cuſtom-houſe , and thatthey nor nane of them take vpon 
hand, to houſe, hyde, conceale, diſpone or make faill of any 
part thereof, vntill fic tyme as his Heighnes cuſtomes chereof 
c firſt payed, and the Claith,Cairfays,Freeſc,Cortrons,Baiſes 
and Fultians (incaſe any be) ſcated conforme to the order of 
auld and here eſtabliſhed, vnder the paine of confiſcation ofthe 
{ime marchandizeand gudes ſaconcealed and vncuſtomed,to 
his Heighnes vie, where ever the ſame maybe apprehended. 
And incaſe the famine can not be apprehended, the awners 
thercofto makethe avail thereof forth-command to his Heigh- 
nes vic as eſcheat,, dew tryell being taken there-intill as efferrs. 
And becauſe the Marchands, awners of the {aids marchandize 
and gudes caryed from Scotland to England, and from thence 
to Scotland, and the Maiſters, Awners and Skippers of the 
faids Ships and other veſhels, vſes fic craft and policie inthe 
quyet convoying away and — ofthe ſaids marchan- 
dize and gudes ,as ſom-rymesitis very hard and difficile to ger 
the ſame apprehended, or ſufficient probation led there-into 
be witneſſes: The fſaids Lords of ſecreit Councell hes there- 
fore found, decerned and declared, that the certificatof any of 
the Fermorers of his Heighnes cuſtomes in England, or of his 
Heighnes Cuſtomers or Comptrollers of his Heighnes cu- 
ſtomes at any port or place be ſea or land within that Kingdom 
where cuſtomes are receaved and payed autentiklie, ſubſcry- 
ved beany of their hands , bearing the day, moneth and yeare 
ofthe bringing of any of the {aids marchandize and gudes from 
the anc Realme to the other; the Marchands name, Awner 
thereof, the quantitie and qualitie of the famine , the Shippes 
name, Maſterand _- thereof, whercin the ſamine is tran- 


ſported, fall beals ſuthicientprobation againſt the Marchands,

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and ayvners of the ſaids marchandize and gudes, and againſt 
the Maiſters , Awners and Skippers of the aids Ships, Barkes 
and other veſhels, as gifprobation had bene ledrhercintill be 

witneſſes. VVhilk probation fall be led before the Lords of his 

Heighnes privie | SHR" or Auditours of his Heighnes Ex- 

checker. And for the better putting ofthis at andordinance 

to execution , the ſaids Lords ordains and commands the Fer- 

morers of his Heighnes cuſtomes and their depurs, and all o- 

thers his Heighnes Cuſtomers and ſearchers, to paſſe, ſearch, 

fecke and apprehend all and ſundrie Engliſh cloth, Cairſayes, 
Freeſe , Cotrons, Baiſe and Fuſtians whilk fall be vnſcaled , in 

maner aboue-written , intaken that the ſamine are cuſtomed, 

where everthe ſame can be apprehended, in open markets, 

faires, houſes, buithes, or other places what-ſom-ever within 

this Kingdome at anytyme after theſaid day of November 

next-to-come, and to confiſcat the ſame to his Heighnes vſe 

as vncuſtomed gudes. Andto the effec thatnane of his Ma- 

jeſtieslieges or ſtrangers pretend ignorance hereof , the Lords 

of. ſecreit Councell ordains this preſent a&t and ordinance to 

beimprinted, and letters to be dire& for publication hereof 
atthe market croſles of the head Burrowes and Sea-ports of 
this Realme, and other places needfull in forme as effcirs. 
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
